Two Roads Seel Eagle Rock 


Valley Franchises. 
— 
Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany Plans Extension. 
Project to Connect Pasadena 
and Glendale. 


About the usually quiet little settle- 
ment of picturesque Eagle Rock there 


railroad excitement. : 

Two opposing railway interests are 
hustling things to secure a satisfactory 
entrance into the valley. One is the 
Los Angeles Railway, which seeks for 
the first time to push beyond the city 
limits from the present terminus of 
its Garvanza line to Eagle Rock, some 
three miles distant. ; 

The other is marshaled under the 
more pretentious banner comprised in 
the caption, “Pasadena, Verdugo and 
San Fernando Valley Railroad Com- 
pany.” The name begins at a point 
on West Colorado street, Pasadena, 
and runs across the valley over easy 
grades and about compensated, nicely- 
banked curves, some five miles to 
Glendale. It proposes to build an elec- 
tric railway over this route, connect- 
ing at the termini with the Pasadena 
and Glendale branches of the Hunt- 
ington system. 

ROAD WITH LONG NAME. 
Incorporation papers of the Pasadena, 
etc., railway were filed yesterday, with 
a capital stock of $25,000, of which 

has been subscribed. The purpose 
of the incorporators is set out to be 
the building of a line of road begin- 
ning at the western ‘limits of Pasa- 
dena, running westerly to a point in 
the San Fernando Valley and thence 
branching northwest and also south- 
west, the whole to be five miles in 
length. 

The directors named are M. A. King, 
president of the Carr Company; G. 8. 
Wright of Wright & Callender: C. J. 
Fox, Martin C. Mirsh, Dr. H. B. Wing,

NOTHER STRIKE FAILURE. 

On another page The Times ex- 
poses a conspiracy formed by union 
emissaries from San Francisco, New 
Orleans and elsewhere, to tie up the 
street railway lines in this city by 
“unionizing’” the employés of the 
different companies and starting a 
strike. This is the third attempt of 
8 to make trouble of this kind 

Los Angeles. On two former occa- 

ns The Times has unearthed and ex- 
posed the plans of these professional 
trouble-breeders, and has thus aided 
in thwarting designs, which, if carried 
out, would have brought great annoy- 
ance, inconvenience and disgust to the 
citizens of Los Angeles, and heavy loss 
to the employés of the street railway 
lines of the city. 

In accordance with its custom in 
such cases, The Times this morning 
gives the details of the latest. at- 
tempt of union agitators to fo- 
ment discord between employers and 
employés in Los Angeles. The story 
is of more than ordinary inter- 
est, in that it shows how complete has 
been the failure of these itinerant 
vagabonds to inoculate the street rail- 
way employés with the virus of dis- 
content, 

The street railway compantes are 
operated by a corps of unusually effi- 
client and experienced employés. Many 
of them had been through strike ex- 
periences before entering employment 
in Los Angeles, and their former ex- 
periences in this line had taught them 
the folly and disaster of submitting to 
the guidance of unprincipled grafters. 
A large proportion of the men have 
been in the employ of the companies 
for years, have performed their work 
well, receive satisfactory wages, have 
purchased homes, and are naturally 
opposed to entering upon wild schemes 
of industrial strife which would jeop- 
ard the savings of years, and would at 
least be hazardous afd unprofitable. 

For these reasons, and no doubt 
from a sense of fealty to their em- 
ployers, the street railway men of Los 
Angeles turned a deaf ear, and also a 
frigid shoulder, to the blandishments 
of the Pinhead McCarthys, the Ben 
to | Commonses, and the Dick Corneliuses 
who came to them with messages of 
for | ill-will, of hatred and of war.

The citizens of Los Angeles will res- 
pect these loyal-hearted men because 
of their wise decision and their fealty 
to duty.

The government should assist them in 
their blanket making, see that they 
have the material to work with, and 
that they secure the profits of their 
skill and industry, instead of being 
left to their own poor knowledge of 
trade and commerce, and at the mercy 
of unscrupulous traders. Other In- 
dians are expert basket makers, and 
others again are skillful in the manu- 
— kacture of pottery. All these arts and 
industries should be fostered, en- 
couraged and helped. 

By encouraging the red man to do 
the things he can readily do, we may 
ultimately teach him to do other 
things. He may gradually become 
educated to something approaching the 
white man's standard, and be saved to 
the world instead of being slowly but 
surely exterminated. 


LMSTED’S FIGURES FALL FLAT. 
Engineer Olmsted’s Owens River 
estimate has been exploded. Loose- 
ness of speech is a common fault and 


may be at times overlooked, but in- 


accuracy and splurge in the setting 
down of cold figures are pretty sure 
to rebound against their author with 
more or less serious effect in propor- 
tion to the gravity of the theme. The 
joint statement by Engineer Eaton and 
Supt. Mulholland, printed elsewhere in 
today’s Times, should put the public 
mind at peace again and reassure the 
people. “Nothing has - arisen,” say 
those authorities, “to warrant a re- 
vision of the estimate of $23,000,000 as 
the cost of bringing the Owens River 
to Los Angeles, Unless the project is 
expanded to include other works, that 
figure will stand the test of time.” 

Realizing, with The Times, that a 
mere assertion of error would not serve 
to dispel the misapprehension and 
doubt created by Mr. Olmsted’s earth- 
covering estimate of nearly $37,000,000, 
Mr. Eaton and Mr. Mulholland have 
taken some of his more glaring items 
and poigted out their errors of cal- 
culation ~ or inclusion. They have 
shown, for instance, the adequacy of 
a $1,000,000 portable railroad in place 
of Mr. Olmsted's. $5,000,000 Pullman- 
limited affair; his mistake in counting 
in a $1,237,000 electrical plant, a $750,- 
000 reservoir in Long Valley, thirty- 
five miles of steel pipe that may never 
be needed, half-a-million dollars’ 
worth of cement plants that nobody 
has determiyed to wullg. and his ésti- 
mate of $1;755,000 for expert engineer- 
ing, when less than half that sum 
should suffice, They have poiuted out 
the fact that he has mismeasured the 
length of the conduit line by fifty 
miles, therehy. unduly enlarging his 
estimate to the tune of $5,000,000, and 
how he has “thrown in” another 
$3,000,000 for a conduit-size that we 
should have no use for. 

Stripped of all its enthusiastic over- 
estimates and purified of some of its 
mistaken calculetions, Mr. Olmsted's 
“special report —for whose complla- a 
tion there is no record that he was 
ever officially ployed—s down 
to a much-humbled total of less than 
$21,000,000, or $2,000,000 below the es- 
timate made by Mr. Mulholland. 

This will, no doubt, be a sore blow 
to the professional pride of Mr, Olm- 
sted, but it is solid satisfaction to the 
taxpayers who are to foot the bill for 
bringing the waters of the Sierras to 
the sea. The Olmsted incident of it- 
self is not important one way or the 
other, because it is whoily inofficial; 
but it may serve an excellent end in 
emphasizing at this time the desira- 
bility of confiding our figures, as well 
as our cash, to men of the best judg- 
thent, as well as of the mo expert 
skill, 

While it is doubtless true, as stated 
by Mr. Mulholland and Mr. Eaton, that 
nothing has arisen to warrant a re- 
vision of the former's $23,000,000 esti- 
mate, yet should any conditions de- 
velop between now and the beginning 
of construction to raise that estimate. 
or otherwise to alarm the people, let 
it be borne in. mind that we have a 
standing offer from reputable Eastern 
capitalists to build the conduit and 
deliver the Owens River at Los An- 
geles absolutely free, in exchange tor 
the electrical-power rights. This, in 
any event, is a proposition worthy of 
sober and serious thought. Instead of 
paying out millions, Los Angeles need 
not expend one cent to acquire the 
Owens River supply, if it elects to give 
away the water-power rights. 


USSIA AND THE “REDS.” 
Matters seem to be going from 
bad to worse in the unhappy land of 
the Czars, Chaos reigns everywhere, 
and there is apparently no rift in the 
gloom. The autocracy seems to be 
e completely paralyzed, and the Witte 
government, which the Emperor de- 
signed to succeed the autocratic 
régime, is powerless to control the sit- 
uation. No man can foretell the ulti- 
mate result, although it is certain that 
present conditions cannot forever con- 
tinue, 
That the restoration of social order 
must precede the establishment of or- 
derly government is a self-evident prop- 
osition. But how is order to be re- 
stored under such conditions as prevail 
in Russia? The answer is difficult, as 
to the time when the restoration of 
order will come. But it is becoming 
more and more apparent that social 
order can be reéstablished in Russia 
only by the strong hand of military 
power.

The “reds,” as the socialistic and 
anarchistic extremists are called, have 
already gone too far for the good of 
the cause of political freedom which 
they falsely assume to represent. 
They have abused the power which 
has suddenly come into their hands, 
and have created a reign of terror 
which is no better, no more conducive 
to popular freedom and content, than 
the terrors and abuses of the autocratic 
régime. These extremists are fast 
alienating the sympathies of the great 
middle classes, whose coéperation and 
sympathy are absolutely necessary to 
the success of any large movement in 
any land. They are dreaded, feared, 
and execrated by thousands of Rus- 
sians who equally detest absolutism, 
and vigorously support the principles 
of constitutional government. 

Today, the greatest obstacle to the 
| practical realization of freedom in 
Russia is this group of radical Social- 
ists known as the “reds.” They de- 
mand—and they will be satisfied with 
nothing less—the positive uprooting of 
the old régime, the complete overthrow 
of the Romanoff dynasty, and the 
establishment, upon the ruins, of a. 
radical socialistic democracy. This 
dream cannot be fulfilled, for Russia 
is not prepared for it, either by tradi- 
tion, by temperament, or by adapt- 
ability. If Russia is to be transformed 
from an autocracy to.a democracy, the 
change must necessarily come by tran- 
sition stages, and not by a single step. 
The chasm is too broad for that; yet 
the “reds” are bent upon a rule-or-ruin 
policy, which leads them to spurn all 
suggestions of compromise. If they 
would join hands with the moderate 
elements, in accepting a rational 
régime, the result would be a long step 
toward the establishment of constitu- 
tional government for Russia. 

The course of events will depend 
upon the fealty of the army. If the 
army should join the revolt, the revo- 
lutionists could carry everything be- 
fore them, as a matter of course. But 
the rash and rabid methods of the ex- 
tremists tend rather to alienate than 
to win the sympathies of the army. 
This fact was demonstrated by the 
ardor with which the troops have 
fought the insurgents at moscow, 
whereas, a few weeks ago the soldiers 
were throwing down their arms and 
fraternizing with the insurrectionaries. 

Out of all the turmoil and bloodshed, 
pea: must Come at last, with some 
sort ot government.

Straggaiina Giovanni, aged 23, a native 
of Italy, was seriously injured but was 
rescued in time by other workmen em- 
ployed in the yard. 
The three men, in company with four 
others, were at work in the clay pit un- 


Fenften when the accident occurred, 
and being unable to understand Eng- 
lish, did not heed the warnings which 
their companions shouted to them. 
The walls of the pit at the point 
where the men were working are about 
twelve feet high and it is the custom to 
undermine the overhanging wall and 

loosen the mass of earth with 
crowbars. Fenften was the man near- 
est the wall and the moment that he 
saw the mass of loosened earth begin 
to totter, he ran back and shouted to 
the other laborers to look out, but the 
three failed to heed his warnings and 
before he had time to realize what had

MANY CONSUMPTIVES HELPED. 


State Hospital in Adirondacks Shows Encour. 
The trustees of the New York 
State Hospital for Ince Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis in the adiron- 
dacks have issued their completed 
statistics for the first year, which is 
as follows: There were admitted 
207 patients, more than half of 
whom were incipients. There were 
no deaths. Of the 105 patients dis- 
charged, fifty-two were apparently 
recovered, Twenty-six arrested cases 
while eleven left without any im- 
provement. ‘The treatment consists 
mainly of outdoor air, wholesome 
food and rest. Patients have three 
full meals and two or three lun 
cheons a day, and go of the ros 
gained an average of 10.57 pounds 
each.
